Beſtoes he hath not the right 
art of Fiſhing, fo2 be makes ſach a noiſe, when he ts in the 
water, that all Fiſhes that are near, fly with might and 
main but J leap not into the water, befoze I eſpy my pzep 
ready and within my reach. By mp diſcreet fiſhing I catch 
moze than two foz his one; therefoze my L 02d, it is not to 
be imagined that J would tye my ſelf to ſo great an incon⸗ 
ventlency as to labcur foz another.

When he beard this, he asked the Otter what he 
ſaid to that; had the Bever any Fiſh by him, when yon and 
be came laſt from home: Pes laid the Otter : Belteve him 
not, I beſeech your Yononr, quoth the Bever. So the For 
fkratghtway commanded two Officers to go to the Bevers 
bouſe to ſearch fo: Fiſh. When they came there, they ſaw 
two Rooms one above another, full foz2d with dzied Filth, 
The Fiſh being ſo mach, as they could not bare it away at 
ſeveral times going , they carried none of if with them,but 
one ffayed to guard the Fich, and the other haſtned to the

At 
this, they were all ſo mach enraged, as had not ſome of the 
wiſeſt among them dil waded them from it. they would have 
ſuddenlp in an hoſtile manner aft iſed thetr Enemtes.
